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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE Summer 1991 


To the Members and Friends of N.C.N.A. 


As N.C.N.A. nears its 30th anniversary and the 30th anniversary 
convention, we can reflect with pride on the events of the past 
thirty years. But it is also well to note that our home town, 

San Francisco, can well be called the cradle of numismatics in 

the West. 


N.F.L. football came to the west coast in 1950; major league base- 
ball came to the west coast in 1958. Coin collectors are fortunate 
that organized numismatics came to San Francisco in 1915. 


Coin collecting has been popular in the urban centers of the 
world for centuries. This writer has personally seen a bound 
volume on the subject (in Latin) printed in 1671, and a basic 
primer (a bound volume) printed in 1864 which was a part of the 
Santa Clara University Library in 1958. Coin collecting was well 
organized in the major cities in the east. But in 1913, the only 
real link that serious coin collectors on the west coast had to 
the rest of the hobby was the American Numismatic Association 
(A.N.A.) which was celebrating its 25th anniversary. Because of 
the extensive travel time involved, few collectors were ever able 
to attend the annual conventions typically held on the east coast. 


The opening of the Panama Canal, and the 1915 Panama Pacific Inter- 
national Exposition held in San Francisco, focused the attention 
of the nation, and coin collectors in particular, on our city. 
For it was in commemoration of this event that the United States 
struck a half dollar (not struck since 1893) and a fifty dollar 
gold coin, the largest denomination ever issued. It was for this 
event, which would bring prominent collectors from the East to 
San Francisco, that one man, Farran Zerbe, organized from the 
ranks of the A.N.A., a coin club that would bear the name Pacific 
Coast Numismatic Society. This club, which remains strong today, 
recently celebrated its 75th anniversary. This is significant, 
Since the second oldest club in California (to the best of the 
writer’s knowledge) goes back only to 1940. 


The "Junior Coin Collectors of San Francisco" was organized in 
1934 to introduce the hobby to younger collectors. (At the time, 
applicants for P.C.N.S. membership were required to be at least 
18 years of age.) The organization was sponsored by perhaps the 
most prominent numismatist in the Bay Area, Roy Hill from its 
inception until the last meeting in June 1952. Each year this 
group sponsored a week-long exhibition in the San Francisco Main 
Branch Library done entirely by youth members. In the late 1950s 
the work was renewed by John E. Ohls, a past president of Pacific 
Coast Numismatic Society. The effort unfortunately ended with 
Mr. Ohls’ untimely death. 


The San Francisco Coin Club, founded in 1960, featured extensive 
bourse activity as a part of its regular meetings, an activity 
discouraged for many years at P.C.N.S. The club, still in exist- 
ence, is best known for its 100+ meeting attendance and annual 
one day coin shows at the San Francisco Hall of Flowers in Golden 
Gate Park at Ninth Avenue and Lincoln Way.

My Friends, 


Today, as I write this editorial, before me is another parcel from lowa, 
another photocopied bit-of-history, adding to my files on that passion of my life 
the 1946 Iowa Statehood Centennial Commemorative Half Dollar. This mailing means 
nothing in itself to NCNA Heads and Tales readers, except it is concrete evidence 
of one of the best and most positive joys of numismatics: friends and fellowship. 


Larry Adams, well-known currency collector in his own right, sent something 
helpful for my research and writing. This is not the first time, nor will it be the 
last. His parcel reflects and substantiates what has been most rewarding to me from 
our hobby: fellow numismatists who care and who help. 


Out of one simple question sometimes, more often all the time, cooperation 
and friendships are sparked. Over a year ago, Larry Bassett of Pittsburgh, Penn- 
sylvania wrote to me about my long-forgotten writing on The Carnegie Medal. We have 
yet to meet, but from this one letter, our mutal admiration and intense passion 
for our hobby has sparked our determination to join in research and writing toget- 
her, another most rewarding benefit: fellow numismatists who ignite your and their's 
energy and interests. 


My fellow Lowa Half Dollar researcher and friend, Jan Henke of Fairfield, 
California plus noted silver round booster often speaks of his 'pen-pals' and 
fellow hobbyists whom be has carried-on an extensive correspondence, and again 
another desirable advantage: fellow hobbyists who help you with your collecting. 


Noted commemorative coinage authorities, Donald and Helen Carmody of Hunting- 
ton Beach, California, both are active correspondents and can attest to the many 
acquainces and friends that they have made in this hobby, all beginning from a 
simple gesture or reply. We never knew nor met each other, but within a year we 
were traveling together, another most happy positive: fellow hobbyists who share 
and enjoy your happiness and projects. 


You know your acquainces and friends in your own community. You have ones 
from school days, or you met while at college or in the service. There are also 
your co-workers, and not to be forgotten are family, in-laws, and neighbors. But, 
we often overlook the magnifying and radiating power of Numismatics. 


I challenge each NCNA Heads and Tales reader now to pause and start a list 
on a slip of paper naming each individual whom would be an acquaince or friend. 
When the last name is listed, reread the list, and I will predict the majority 
of those names written have one common trait: Numismatics. 


Fellowship, acquainces, and friendship are the most important selling point 
of numismatics, not investment nor wealth or even knowledge, however, how often 
do we forget this most telling defense of our hobby? 


Yes, I have another parcel before me. Plus: a letter to the right, files of 


letters, woods from Minnesota, clippings in scrapbooks, gifts on shelves, souvenir 
cards in Glassines, Greeting Cards in boxes, coins in albums, and so forth.

The Mission Bell Coin Club was founded in 1961 by an enterprising 
high school student, Terrence Faulkner. Its purpose was to create 
a less formal, a less sophisticated, and a less commercial en- 
vironment in which both adult and serious youth collectors could 
participate. Early meetings were held at 20th and Valencia in 
the Mission District (hence the name), and were moved to Herbert 
Hoover Junior High in the Sunset in 1963. Mission Bell Coin Club 
sponsored the first club coin show in San Francisco, known as the 
Golden Gate Coin Show, in October 1963. 


The Ancient Coin Collectors of America sponsor a chapter in San 
Francisco, serving their specific needs. 


Your president has benefited greatly from this heritage. Through 
the two junior groups, my interest in the hobby was sustained at 
an age when many young would-be numismatists are lost. Through 
P.C.N.S., I learned the ideals of the hobby through such prominent 
numismatists as Roy Hill, Mrs. Harry Cutler, Dr. Nathan Bowers, 
Sidney Haas, Charles Kappen, John Ohls, and others. The activi- 
ties of the Mission Bell Coin Club provided an apprenticeship in 
coin show management that would otherwise have taken many years 
to develop. It is my sincere hope that today’s young collectors 
will someday look back on their achievements the same manner.
